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Local Party 
Erupts Into 
Minor Riot 

' PLACENTIA — A going away 
party at LaJoIla and Arnold 
Streets for one young man 
entering the service from 
Placentia got out of hand on 
Saturday evening, and it was not 
long before Los Angeles radio 
news stations were blaring 
alarming reports of “Chicano” 
disturbances in this North Orange 
County community. 

Acting Sgt. Joe Rodarte. 
responding calmly to questioning 
in a recorded interview at 4 a.m., 
declared that the party and the 
band music was disturbing to the 
complaining neighbors at the late 
hour of 11:20 p.m. 

He further reported that a 
police unit with one officer and a 
reserve officer was sent to the 
scene. When the officers left the 
unit to speak to the host of the 
party, J. R. Romero, the host was 
cooperative, and sociably 
escorted the men back to the car. 

When they got to the car, they 
found that the jubilant guests 
from the all day party had poured 
beer in the car. and as they got 
into the vehicle, they were belted 
with beer bottles, and rocks. 

Realizing that the party was out 
of hand, and they were powerless 
alone, reinforcements were called 
in. Off duty officers from 
Placentia, and units from Brea. 
LaHabra, Anaheim, and the 
Sheriffs Department responded, 
and the disturbance was under 
control in about an hour. 

Four of the 300 guests were 
taken into custody by Placentia 
police, charged with malicious 
mischief. Three of the Placentia 
police units sustained minor 
damage in the encounter. 

The incident was telecast on 
Channel 34, from its inception, and 
the instant availability of 
telecasting equipment is under 
investigation.

Annexation Of Large Area 
To Placentia Under Study 


PLACENTIA — A request for 
the annexation of Block F in the 
Kraemer tract west of Rose Drive 
by Gil Kraemer has started a 
study of the possiblity of annexing 
all of the unincorporated 
uninhabited land between Yorba 
Linda and Placentia to the city. 

The area under consideration 
includes the Alta Vista Country 
Club on property owned by the 
Chapman family, a parcel along 
Pine Street owned by Bradford 
Brothers, and oil land east of Rose 
Drive in addition to the Kraemer 
property. 

City Administrator Edwin T. 
Powell commented to the City 
Council last Tuesday when the 
request was presented that 
Bradford was ready to bring in his 


property when the city was ready 
to annex it. 

Powell said that with these two 
parcels the city could annex all of 
the property east of Rose Drive. 
With the support of the Chapmans 
or other area property owners the 
rest of the property could come in. 

Not considered for annexation 
at this time is the inhabited county 
island north of Palm Drive. 
Studies of this area are now taking 
place with the possibility of filing 
annexations there later in the 
year. 

The proposed annexation would 
open the way for the development 
of much of the Kraemer property 
and is part of a package proposed 
by the Kramers earlier this year 
to develop the area in industrial 
and residential uses.

PUSD Budget Still Has 
To Be Cut $U Million 


PLACENTIA - The 
preliminary budget for the 
Placentia Unified School District 
is $10,664,503, but is far from final, 
according to a report given the 
Board of Education Monday night 
by Dr. Earle Brewer, assistant 
superintendent. 

Dr. Brewer said the budget 
reflects a gain of $252,158 over the 
initial budget, a fact brought 
about by additional federal 
funding for school projects. It 
does not reflect the recommended 
$2 million in cuts presented to the 
board at a special meeting last 
week. 

The district hopes to pare the 
budget by $1.5 million prior to a 
May 3 presentation of the 
preliminary budget. 

Dr. Brewer said that the budget 
is, as in past years, subject to firm 
reports on the district’s assessed 
valuations, and by action, if any, 
of the State Legislature relating to 
school finance. It is estimated 
now that the district tax rate will 
be $5.0387 — a reduction of .1152c. 
The district is anticipating an 
enrollment of 13,700 pupils — a 
2,200 increase, but Dr. Brewer 
indicating this estimate may be 
high. 

He said that none of the 
recommendations for cuts were 
included in the preliminary 
budget, with the exception of 
some reductions in transportation 
and maintenance, because “all 
curtailments recommended must 
be studied carefully.” There were 
16 items proposed last week for 
possible cuts — including the 
elimination of 45 to 50 teacher 
positions. 

The majority of the cuts, if they 
are required, will come in salary

YL Continue 

YORBA LINDA - Public 
hearings on the proposed general 
plan will* continue Thursday 
evening at 7:30 in the city hall 
council chambers with further 
public testimony being taken.

Boulevard in the E-4 estate area. 

The Yorba Plaza map is a 
portion of the planned 
development tract south of 
Fairmont Boulevard in eastern 
Yorba Linda. 

A request for a use permit for a 
400 horse stable on Buena Vista 
near Ohio was withdrawn after it 
was pointed out that that use is not 
allowed in the estate area.

Tax On Sale Profits Discussed 


This is the seventh in a 
series on ways you can save 
on your Federal income tax 
returns this year. The 
articles are written by 
Henry Block, president of 
H&R Block, Inc. 

The average American 
sells his own home, business 
building, or other real estate 
only once or twice in his 
lifetime, so he naturally 
may be unaware of the 
potential pitfalls he faces in 
paying Federal income 
taxes on his profits from 
these sales. 

Actually the sale and 
exchange of real estate is 
one of the few ways in which 
a taxpayer can earn the 
most money and have the 
least tax to pay. In a real 
estate sale, he can possibly 
convert ordinary income 
which can be taxed as high 
as 70%, into long-term 
capital gains which are 
never taxed at more than 
29 ¥ 2 % and possibly lower. 

When you sell or exchange 
your personal residence at a 
profit there is now a 
possibility that you may 
postpone paying tax on the 
gain and maybe never have 
to pay tax at all. If you sell 
your old residence and buy a 
new residence within 12 
months or have one built 
within 12 months or have 
one built within 18 months of 


the old residence and the 
new residence costs as 
much or more than the 
adjusted sale price of the 
old one, none of the gain on 
the sale of the old residence 
is taxable to you presently. 
Instead the gain on the sale 
of the old residence reduces 
the cost of your new 
residence. Ultimately, if 
you sell your new residence 
without reinvesting in 
another within the 
prescribed period of time 
you will then recognize the 
profit on the sale of your old 
residence. For example, 
suppose that last year you 
sold your home at a profit of 
$6,000, and this year bought 
another home for $26,000 
which is more than you got 
for the old home. You would 
not have to pay any taxes for 
1970 on the $6,000 gain. This 
profit is subtracted from 
what you paid for the new 
home, giving it a cost basis 
for tax purposes of $20,000. 
Should you later sell the new 
home for $27,000 and not 
replace it with another 
home of equal or more value 
within the required time, 
you would have to pay taxes 
on the $7,000 gain - the 
difference between the 
$20,000 tax basis and the sale 
price of $27,000. However, 
you can continue to postpone 
the taxes so long as you buy 


a home which is worth at 
least as much as you sold 
the former home for, and 
the new home is purchased 
within the proper period. 

THOSE OVER 65 
There is a possibility that 
you might never have to pay 
taxes on your gains from the 
sale of your residence. A 
retired taxpayer 65 or over 
does not have to pay any 
taxes on any profit he makes 
from the sale of his 
personal residence for «a 
price of $20,000 or less. In 
order to qualify for this 
provision he much have 
lived in the home at least 
five of the eight years prior 
to the sale. Any profit he 
may realize on the sale of 
his home for more than 
$20,000 is not entirely 
taxable; that portion of the 
profit which is in the same 
ratio as $20,000 is to the total 
sales price may be 
excluded. For example, a 66 
year old man sells his 
$24,000 home for $30,000 — a 
gain of $6,000. To determine 
his taxable gain, the actual 
gain of $6,000 is multiplied 
by the fraction 
$20,000/$30,000, giving an 
exclusion of $4,000, leaving 
$2,000 taxable gain. Since 
this is a long term gain 
(property held over 6 
months) only 50% (or 
$1,000) is actually taxable.
